PUTTING  LIFE  INTO  PERSPECTIVE . 

Brer  thought  about  what  life  is  really  like  on  the  other  side  of  the  Berlin  wall,  or  behind 
the  iron  curtain?, ..I  doubt  it.  "That  looka  a  boring  page"  you'll  be  muttering  to  yourself  as 
you  flick  through  these  pages  searching  for  the  best  pictures, but  often  taking  a  photograph 
is  a  criminal  offence  in  Communist  countries,  doing  a  zine  like  this  would  be  liable  to  get 
you  institutionalised  for  life  or  something.  Heres  two  articles  sent  in  by  Jarek  from  Poland 
(a  socialist  country  itself  victimised  by  authoritarian  rule)  concerning  Russian  life,  read 
them,  then  have  a  long  think  about  just  what  that  must  be  like. 

ISOLATION  -  CORRESPONDENCE  FRCPT  BEHIND  THE  LAST  BORDER  -  WRITER  UNKNOWN. 

"Die  name  "UK"  stands  for  nothing  and  you  should  not  have  to  translate  it,  these 
are  simply  2  letters,  D  and  K  -  "DK“.  We  are  active  participants  of  artistic  ind¬ 
ependence  since  I960  when  Mma,  a  guitarist,  and  I  started  on  systematic  rehear¬ 
sals.  Moroeow  joined  our  company  in  1982.  He  was  our  old  friend,  a  man  of  appara¬ 
tus  and  a  hi-fi  sound  operator.  Morozow  was  sentenced  to  6  years  jail  for  his 
great  enthusiasm,  thereby  our  musical  group  was  seized  with  fear.  One  of  our 
friends  said  that  nobody  understands  us,  we  consider  thats  excellent!  Mb  create 
according  to  the  ROCK  IN  OPPOSITION  spirit. 

We  understand  the  contemporary  life  as  neo-paganism  with  its  polytheism  and 
ritualism.  Mythology  flourishes  as  never  before!  Nan  was  not  able  to  and  is  not 
able  to  show  his  inner  world  and  we  again  say  thats  excellent.  Life  of  man  is 
unreal  and  man  is  unreal.  Man  is  a  creature  of  myth,  his  inside  is  a  world  of 
needs,  pseudo-materiality  and  so  much  hatred.  The  universal  need  of  the  material 
world  and  interest  in  a  partner  leads  to  confusion  in  life,  particularly  to  nar- 
eonomy,  alcoholism...  only  the  man  who  can  love  can  love  his  life. 

Our  line  up:  D.Janchin  -  guitar,  W. Klementiev  -  guitar, tenor  saxophone,  tr¬ 
umpet  and  vocals,  S.Polanskij  -  bass,  S.Letov  -  alto  saxophone,  bass,  clarinet 
and  me.

THE  CRANDSONS  OF  STALIN  -  COMMUNIST  VERSION  OF  SKINHEADS  -  YOUNG  SOVIET  FASCISTS. 

Hippies,  disco  kids,  rockers,  punks  are  all  elements  of  Soviet  life  and  have 
been  for  several  years.  The  new  phenomenon  is  LIUBEROVCY.  Three  of  four  years  ago 
nobody  knew  about  them,  now  the  spokesman  of  the  Soviet  Foreign  Office  talks  about 
them,  when  they  beat  Western  journalists  in  an  incident  on  the  streets  of  Moscow. 

...who  are  they  ?.  They  are  young  people  from  Liubercy,  a  small  town  near  Moscow. 

These  teenagers  dress  in  checked  broad  trousers,  white  shirts  and  tight  black 
ties,  and  every  evening  they  come  to  Moscow.  What  for  ?  Siergiej  and  Dlmitrij 
say  "We  come  to  Moscow  in  order  to  beat  punks,  hippies,  rockers..."  Why?  "Hippies 
punks,  rockers  bring  dishonour  on  the  Soviet  way  of  life.  We  want  to  clear  away 
our  capital  of  this  scum!"  Liuberovcy  consider  themselves  normal  people  and 
consider  that  all  people  must  be  standard.  Punks  and  other  adherents  of  "western 
divisions"  are  not  entitled  to  exist. 

Liuberovcy  are  not  fighting  activists  of  the  Communist  Youth  Movement,  they 
are  a  voluntary  youth  movement.  "We  are  The  Community,  we  are  divided  into  groups 
who  are  commanded  by  group-chiefs"  Igor  says,  "who  want  to  get  at  the  community 
to  produce  evidence  of  courage  in  fight.  Thats  not  easy"  After  police  raids, 
policemen  made  a  register  of  members  of  the  underground  sport  sections  in  Liub¬ 
ercy,  and  about  500  boys  were  on  the  list  but  Liuberovcy,  the  most  active,  succ¬ 
eeded  in  avoiding  the  raids.  They  don't  smoke,  drink  or  do  drugs,  their  hobby  is 
sport,  boxing,  physical  culture,  kung-fu  etc.  They  practise  in  small  secret  gym- 

halls  in  basements  and  they  set  up  these  places  and  furnish  them  themselves . 

...they  practise  to  fight. 

Liuberovcy  attack  and  beat  young  people  of  all  subcultures  and  confiscate 
badges,  jeans,  stout  leather  jackets  and  records  "unworthy  of  Soviet  people". 

But  not  only  that,  they  also  confiscate  normal  teenagers  expensive  and  fashionable 
things.  Older  boys  plunder  speculators. 

The  hymn  of  Liuberovcy  proclaims:  "We  were  bom  in  Liubercy,  we  grow  in 
liubercy  -  centre  of  great  physical  power,  we  believe  that  our  dreams  come  true, 
...Liubercy  will  be  the  centre  of  Russia, 

...and  Russia  the  centre  of  the  world....”

I  don't  think  anyone  really  thinks  about  what  theyre  doing,  if 
heyre  not  trying  to  be  top  dog  by  ammassing  all  the  material  things  they  can  manage,  theyre 
rinking  themselves  stupid  to  forget  the  real  world  because  its  such  a  hard  place.  But  i  m 
ot  just  referring  to  the  population  in  general,  usually  the  same  is  true  for  those  of  you 
rho  claim  to  be  living  your  lives  "in  the  spirit  of  punk",  whatever  that  means.  People  say 
reate  your  own  rules,  be  different  to  what  "the  system"  expects  you  to  be,  accept  no  au- 
hority  Well  yeah,  sure,  but  its  the  very  same  people  who  close  their  eyes  to  everything 
hat  doesnt  conform  to  their  own  idea  of  an  alternative  lifestyle.... ie  the  rules  of  punk, 
ts  bad  enough  being  a  bit  of  a  hypocrite  but  stop  and  think  just  how  many  rules  you  are 
JTILL  blindly  following.  Theres  the  extremists  who'll  slag  people  as  poseurs  or  wimps  just 
.ecause  youre  not  prepared  to  trash  a  bank  in  your  quest  to  avoid  capitalism.  Theres  the 
vegetarians  who  often  won't  speak  to  someone  who  isn  t.  Theres  the  boycotters  who  won  t  go 
to  see  Conflict  cos  theyre  getting  a  dodgy  reputation,  as  if  the  headlining  band.or  even  the 
hands  at  all  are  the  best  reasons  for  going  to  a  gig  anyway,  and  how  many  punke  dismiss 
everyone  who  don't  look  the  scruffy  punk-rocker  part  as  trendy-wankers  or  whatever.  LOADS. 

The  amount  of  trivial  hang-ups  in  a  so-called  alternative  movement  iB  pathetic.  Are  you  one 

the  many  people  whove  told  me  "oh  I  stayed  in  that  day  cos  I  had  no  money  for  drinks . 

I  enjoy  a  drink  or  three  myself  but  everyone  seems  unable  to  enjoy  themselves  unless 
theyre  totally  stewed.And  anyway,  if  you  MUST  have  a  drink,  you  can  get  legless  for  the 
massive  total  of  50p  if  you  get  off  your  arse  and  brew  your  own.  Life  stretches  out  for 
years  and  years  yet  how  many  people  die  happy?  Not  many  i'll  bet,  because  they  were  too 
wrapped  up  in  their  petty  prejudices  and  whims  to  enjoy  life  to  the  full.  Stop  thinking  s 

oh  such  a  struggle  to  be  free.  The  only  thing  you  need  freeing  from  is  yourselves.  The  barr¬ 
iers  that  exist  are  the  barriers  you  create.  I  bet  if  a  Russian  punk  got  to  come  and  live 
here  he'd  die  of  old  age  at  3°  years  old  cos  he  tried  to  cram  all  of  the  free  West  s  lux¬ 
uries  into  every  minute  of  every  day.  We  don't  know  what  freedom  is  and  its  staring  us  in 
the  face.
